The labor of re 
placing them and how to secure new 
and durable poM are sources of con- 
stant annoyance and expense 
Bvcu 
the 
more 
durable 
woods 
such aa 
chestnut 
white oak and cedar 
decay 
in eight or ten years 
It is true that 
there are a few kinds of wood in the 
United States 
such 
as 
locust and 
osageorango 
which give much longer 
service 
but their supply 
never very 
large 
ls rapidly becoming 
exhausted 
and the farmer must now look to some 
other source for his posts

directly on his farm there may be a 
patch of woods
